insulated wire, 
they have 


resolved upon a considerable further exten- 
sion. Tho plan adopted in Germany con- 
sists in enclosing seven or more separately 
insulated conductors within n core of moist 
homp, surrounded by n complete shoath of 
iron wire, which, again, is covered with a 
layer of homp yarn, impregnated with n 
protecting compound. Theso land cables 
aro wound upon drums at the sheathing 
works, and aftgr being subjected to careful 
electrical tests are paid out into trenches 
Ihroe font deop, and covered up.
